And I said, why's that and they said because 
you've got (serian) hepatitus. And I said so what?

And 
he said have you had any blood transfusions in the 
last six months and I said no, I haven't. And he' says 
well have you had any shots or anything like that, and 
I said my doctor gave me a shot for a cold that I had 
about three or four months ago, and he said that 
wouldn't have bean it. And he said it sure looks to 
me like you' ye been hit with a needle. So then when 
it starts da/ning on me what he's trying to tell me, 
about four or five weeks later I asked him for a 
letter, and like I don't want to be involved. So I 
said fine, what the hell, you can't push those people.

Who else was there at the WHEAT house that you can 
recall? 

Well, like there was two old ladies and I know that 
one of them had been an editor or something for a 
paper and there was, I want to say that the AYDELQTTE3 
were there but I'm not certain. As I recall the 
AYDELOTTES was there because it really surprised me 
when they showed up because they had already heard my 
talk out at someplace out in the San Fernando valley. 
There, was a, I think that there was a man there who 
gave a talk on Spain, on the Spanish Revolution, I 
think he was there. I could find his name real easy. 
My wife was there. 

What did he ha/e to say? 

Really, it was nothing. It was like when I gave my 
talk the first thing they started doing was hitting 
me with this, questions, like they ware hitting me 
with like, aren't you fighting the paper tiger? And 
I said what do you mean by that. Wall, who really 
is our enemies? And I'd say the Communists. Well, 
who are the Communists. And I'd say what are you 
trying to say? Well, isn’t the Jews behind this 
thing and shouldn't they be exterminated. And this 
was the route they ware going with me and I'd start 
changing questions to different people because I 
didn't want to get involved in the God damn thing. 

So when the meeting was over WHEAT took me back and 
introduced me to BRADLEY and GAYLE. And BRADLEY was 
as I recall, he was like I'm the big deal so just, 
shake my hand and get the pleasure of shaking my hand 
but don't get too close to me. And it seamed like 
GAYLE was like, don't touch me or say anything to 
me because GAYLE here will take care of you. You 
know, it was that kind of an attitude and he says, 
he started talking, he said your talk was very 
interesting, would you like to meet REV. McINTYRE. 

And I said yes, I would. And ha said maybe I can set 
up a date. And I told him then, I don't think it 
will be possible cause I'll be leaving town before 
long. And he started talking about my contacts that 
I had in Dallas, Texas, and as I recall I told him 
LESTER LOGUE and HUNT, DAN SMOOT and GEN. WALKER 
and all this and than he wanted to know who I knew 
in Miami and I said the only one that I do know is 
DR. CROCKETT. And he said who do you know out here. ! 
And I told him, I said what do you mean. And I told j 
him JOHN ROUSSELIEU knows me because he sanctioned me: 
to give the talks to the John Birch groups and I toldj 
him that I had met DR. FORD out at the NQ S ' BURY 1 ' 1 s farm! 
and this is all that was said and someone walked over! 
and said something about do you really think that 
Kennedy was responsible for the Bay of Pigs failure? ! 
And I said hell, that's a matter of. record. And he 
aaid something else and ha says something ought to be; 
done about the son of a bitch, referring to Kennedy, j 
I don't even know who it was. I think it was a woman! 
that got it started. ! 




Was this a smaller group after the speech? 

just oh probably five or six of us standing around. 
LORENZ and his two buddies, GAYLE was standing there 
and BRADLEY was standing there. And as I reca 
WHEAT came back and introduced us and WHEAl Wv.no 
back in the kitchen to get' the coffee and donuts an 
cookies ready and X probably didn't talk to BRADLEY 
over, oh not over four or five minutes and then him 
and GAYLE and I think LORENZ and they all left 
together. Ore,' thing happened. There was a fellow 
and I'm almost positive that this was the night 
there was a fellow there by the name of GENE that 
worked at the same place that I worked for, Ted 
Violet, I think they call it the Globe Oil Company 
or the Harbor Oil Company and he was in there and 
when I was over talking to some other people he had 
gotten in an argument over there and X don't know if 
it was with BRADLEY or GAYLE or with who but we came 
in there and got involved in it and then he came into 
the kitchen to get me because I was back there having 
a cup of coffee with WHEAT'S wife, and WHEAT came in 
and said get that son of a bitch out of here because 
he's causing trouble so I walked in and X got GeNE 
and I . . . 

Who's WHEAT talking about? ' 

This GENE, the one who came in there with me. And 
he said get GENE out of there because he's causing 
trouble in there. So I walked outside and I said 
what the hell's wrong, GENE, and he said that son of 
a bitch in there is shooting his mouth off about you. 
And I said who and ha said that one standing in the 
back there; it could have either been BRADLEY or 
qj^YLE, I don't know which one he was talking about. 

And he said watch the dirty bastard because he’s 
trying to cut you up. Ha got in the car and left and 
that's the last time that I seen GENE because I quit 
working out there at the oil company. He was there 
at the meeting. I want back inside the meeting when 
GENE 'left and WHEAT said oh, man, I can " t have crap 
like that at this meeting and I don't want the guy 
back here in the house and I said fine. I probably 
stayed there another ten or fifteen minutes. Well j 
anyway GAYLE and BRADLEY and I'm almost positive that 
LORENZ and his two buddies all left the building 
at the same time. Now whether they left in the same 
car or not, I don't know, but I'm almost positive 
that they all walked out of the building at the same 
time . 

With reference to those guys you mentioned at 
WHEAT'S house, who seemed to have the most authority? 
Any impressions about authority? 

It didn't give me an -impression of rank. Let’s put 
it this way. The one that looked like they respected 
the most, you know, like respect, was BRADLEY. And 
then it looked like GAYLE, and like this is where it 
looked like it. . . 




BRADLEY seemed to be equivalent to GAYLE. . 

No, it seemed to me like.,. 

Evan More? 

Even more so. Because like don't touch me, GAYLE 
will handle all this for me-. 

How did WHEAT stand, in regards to them, did ha have 
any status? Did is purely subjective, but I'm 
interested. 

It seems to me like, of course, I have to now to go 
on the opinion that possibly something was going on 
there towards the Kennedy thing, I have to assume 
this now. 7\nd I would say ^ that WHEAT would have been 
something like a sergeant, like you don't know 
nothing, but you'll run errands and you'll have the 
meetings here and it seemed like they would be using 
WHEAT. 

Like the officers coming to the house to lecture 
and then leave. 

I mean this is what it looked like to me. 

That's the only reference to Kennedy specifically 
that you recall. 

At that meeting, yes, there’s been many times — 
in fact, hell, they had a Minute Man meeting there... 

I mean with that group. 

Yes, with that group that was the only thing that 
was mentioned. 
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Have you ever seen COLONEL GAYLE on any other 
occasions? 

I've seen him at — i think he was there twice when 
I gave my talk. And I'm almost certain that GAYLE ' 
was at a meeting that I gave in Saugus at an 
American Legion meeting down there and this is where 
FALLER, the head of the Ku Klux Klan lived and I'm 
almost positive, I don't want to say for sure, but 
I think he was there at that meeting. 

Were any people in that meeting at Whittier that were 
at this meeting? 

No. None c£ them. The meetings that I had in 
Whittier — — this was like a completely different 
breed of cat. Like there they were highly militant, 
radical, and.... 

You mean the L.A. meeting? 

The one there at WHEAT'S house, anti-seme tic , anti- 
nigger, just an ti-e very thing , real strong militants. 
Whereas in Whittier they ware just Conservatives, 
you know, interested Conservatives. 




Well, the L.A. Meeting you just described, would you 
say essentially that Was a NSRP group? 

I'd say so, yes. Don't get me wrong. I don't think 
I ever want to — I mean hardly ever did I have a 
meeting where there wasn't talk about killing Kennedy 
Even with the Conservatives, they went so far. as to 
be sitting there and they'd say what we should do is 
to get up an assassination team of 10 or 20 or 30 
people that are really dedicated people, who don't 
mind losing their life and then we'd get the list of 
people who should be assassinated and let them go 
do the job. This happened all over, even with what 
I would call non-militant Conservatives, the subject 
always came up. Like I was at another house in 
Whittier and I was giving my talk and this son of a 
bitch walks in with his fatigues on and his combat 
coat on and a .45 strapped on his side. Like ha was 
soma kind of a nut, like he didn't fit into the 
picture because everybody else was in their shirt 
and tie and coat. And they were church-goers and all 
this jazz. 

He probably left his bunker just long enough to come 
to the meeting. 

This is true, this is exactly what he did. You're 
laughing, Jim, but it's the God's truth. 

Finished his K-rations and leave. 

He did, he used to live in Whittier and his name was 
THORNTON, or something like that, and he was about 
47 or 48 years old. 

THORNTON? 

* 

THORNTON, THORNHILL „ . . 

Not THORNLEY? 

It could have been, I just know it was THORN somethin 

Could his last name have been THORNLEY? 

It could have been, but he was about 47 or 48, a 
heavy set guy and out in front ha had a jeep and they 
were telling me that they... I'm telling you they had 
a jeep out in front and had moved from Whittier and 
they had bought a hillside and ha built his house 
there on the side of this hill and the vh ole thing 
is nothing but one great big bunker. In fact, he 
told me, man, if you ever get the heat on you or 
anything and you need a safe house, come up to my 
place cause they couldn't get me with a bomb. 

Did you ever encounter DR„ DRENAN at any other time? 

Oh, yes, I've been with DR. DRENAN, oh Christ, I've 
seen him seven or eight times- at WHEAT ' s house. 
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Let me tell you something about DR. DRENAN I'm sure 
you already know. in DR . DRENAN 1 s case there ware in 
the Commission Exhibits there are actually separate 
investigations of DR. DRENAN as early as the Summer 
of 1963. The one with regards to possible plans on 
his part to kill President Kennedy. One is a Secret 
Service investigation, another one is the FBI 
investigation. On the other hand, there's none, after 
November 22, it's, just ignored. So we're really 
interested in DR.. DRENAN.. Suppose you tell us what 
you can recall about him. 

Wall, there was as I recall, the first time I me t him 
we started, talking about Kennedy, like the son of a 
bitch should be gotten rid. of and all of this. And 
I've talked about somebody ought to blow his god 
damn head off or somebody ought to put a bomb in his 
plane or, you know, i made remarks like this. But 
when it gets right down to the meaty-gritty part of 
it, I back off. It's like when DRENAN started to say 
something I said forget it, like there's no way that 
I want to become involved in anything like this 
because my thing's in Cuba. I don't — in fact, I 
in the talk would tell him this is not the time to go 
into the mountains and start shooting and fighting. 
Your fight now is down here on the streets with the 
word of truth. And like this is the message that I 
got across to DRENAN. And like nothing like that was 
ever brought up again. 

What do you think is DR. DRENAN 's attitude? 

DR. DRENAN 's attitude was if he could find somebody 
that would really do it, he'd get the money up for it. 

You felt that he was that committed? 

Oh, yeah, yeah. He was so committed that he knew 
that there was a hospital, a mental hospital in 
Alaska that had a million acres of ground and this is 
where they were going to take all the Conservatives 
and frontal and I mean ha was firmly 

convinced that this was what was going to happen to j 
him and it was just a matter of time before they took! 
h^m to the mental hospital and did this to him and 
like I m going to get that son of a bitch before he 
gets me and this is the attitude that I got from 
DRENAN. But that was the only time that he ever 
talked to me about anything like that. The rest of 
the time he'd be in the house, he and WHEAT would be 
over in a different part of the room talking, and I 
couldn t hear what was said. Or else I would see him 
come to the house and I'd be out in the garage making j 
ammunition or fixing up on some weapons that I had and 
I had no idea what they were talking about. 
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What house did you sea DRENAN at? 

WHEAT'S house. 

How many times have you been to WHEAT'S house? 

I've given three talks there but he had a garage out 
back and this is where we made ammunition and I spent.. 
I went to that house hundreds of times, taking 
equipment to the garage... 

And you saw DRENAN there how many times? 

Oh, probably seven or eight times and then I got soma 
medical equipment off of DRENAN just a couple of 
nights before I left to come to Miami. 

Was that soma of the equipment that caused you 
trouble in Dallas? 

Yeah. 

It came from DRENAN? 

Yes. 

Did DRENAN seem to have any authority in that group? 

I'll say that they respected him and they listened 
to what he had to say. 

Did he seem to have wealthy contacts? 

Oh, yeah, DRENAN did. 

* 

In other words, this is subjective but your impression 
I take it would be that he would be the money man. 

As far as I'm concerned he was the only one there at 
the house who had money or really had sufficient 
contacts there to have money. Cause like GAYLE, I 
never heard him talk about anything, but DRENAN, you 
could tall that DRENAN had money and could get money. 
Because, the fact of the matter is if I'm mistaken, 
is I think ha gave WHEAT some money. 

They were talking about it . . . 

No, I'm almost positive that WHEAT told me that he got 
some money off him and that he was going to have to 
pay DRENAN back some money that he borrowed off of 
him.

I didn't know until' abou 
a month ago that the FBI had checked, had started to 
check on me, or that there was a report made on me 
on the 22nd or 23rd of November of 1963. I did not 
know until about 3 or 4 weeks ago that PATRICK had 
called and said MORRIS had told him to call, I did 
not know that PATRICK had called MR. LOGUE and told 
him to get me out of Dallas, Texas, on the day of 
the assassination.

I'd say in her late forties, and I asked her where 
this person lived and she told me so I went and 
knocked on the door and I went in. But I never met 
any other woman there and I was in there twice and 
I still don't know if that was the name of the street 
or not, Magellan Circle, I'd sure as hell like to 
found out if it was. He came back later and wanted 
to know where it was at and I said to the best that 
I can recall it was north Magnum Store, - — ■ isn't it 
Magnum, the big store in Dallas? — anyway I told 
him it was approximately 12 to 14 blocks north of 
that and about 10 or 12 blocks to the west of it. 

And this is where this Cuban lived. And he said 
that fits, that fits right to the letter and so 
this is how that got into the report.

And he says, "I've been 
doing this for 0 ..", oh, I don't know, it sounded like 
how many months, it sounded like it would have been 
probably the last seven or eight months, as I recall 
it, that's what it was 

I take it that the name JACK RUBY never came up at 
that time.

JIM BRADEN is of 
interest because he was there on the scene.. There 
are a number cfmen like that that pop- 'up, but JIM 
BRADEN is an interesting guy. An oil man from L.A., 
he's at the scene of the assassination and he can't 
.explain why he's there. He just- arrived about twc 
days before, and he's staying at the Cabana, and 
leaves immediately afterwards. If he has any 
connection with that group it would be pretty 
interesting. The first call RUBY made after the 
assassination was to Los Angeles. 

What's GERRY PATRICK HEMMING doing now? 

He works for the City, laying waterpipe or gasline 
or something. 

Seems like he's lost some of his contacts. is he 
still sort of investigating the assassination?

What was that meeting about?
